During  the  past  season 
we  followed  the  recommendations  of  the  U.  S.  Dept,  of 
Agriculture  for  their  control  and  the  damage  was  so  small 
as  to  be  hardly  noticeable.  Weekly  spraying  was  practiced 
from  August  1st  to  September  10th.  We  shall  be  happy  to 
send  any  of  our  friends  information  about  materials  or  this 
may  be  sescured  by  writing  direct  to  Washington  and  ask¬ 
ing  for  Bulletin  E-421.  There  has  been  some  difficulty  the 
past  season  in  securing  the  necessary  materials.  It  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  the  Dept,  of  Agriculture  will  soon  issue  a  Bulle¬ 
tin  giving  sources  of  supply  for  the  various  materials 
needed  in  making  up  the  spray. 

May  we  extend  to  each  and  every  one  of  you  our  best 
wishes  for  a  most  happy  and  successful  Dahlia  year.

We  pay 
all  regular  postage  charges,  but  on  green  plant  shipments  if 
they  are  likely  to  be  in  transit  more  than  24  hours  it  will  be 
well  to  add  25  cents  so  that  we  can  ship  special  delivery. 

Remittance.  Money  may  be  sent  by  P.  O.  Money  Order, 
Express  Money  Order,  Registered  Mail  or  Check.  Stamps 
are  very  convenient  for  small  amounts,  but  we  much  prefer 
the  small  denominations.

CARRARA  (Holland)  A  cross  between  Frau  Bracht  and 
Andrea  Erickson  having  the  formation  of  the  former  and 
color  of  the  latter.  Pure  white  with  creamy  centers 
before  the  petals  unfold.  Large,  with  erect  stems.

CHEROKEE  BRAVE  (Ricks)  Informal  decorative.  A 
glowing  dark  carmine  which  does  not  fade  or  burn  in  the 
sun.  Long,  straight  stems  hold  the  blooms  in  perfect 
position.  Size  11  x  6.  Will  produce  fine  exhibition  flowers 
under  adverse  conditions.  Plants  $2.00 

JOYCE  LOUISE  (Ward)  This  big  orchid-pink  informal  has 
won  and  been  certified  where  ever  shown.  Certified  at 
East  Lansing,  Mich.,  and  Berkeley,  Calif.,  and  won  the 
American  Home  Achievement  Medal  at  St.  Louis  show  in 
1938.  Size  13  to  14  inches  and  produces  a  lot  of  blooms.

GOLDEN  STANDARD  (Cactus)  A  fine  new  variety  of 
clean  outstanding  appearance.  Good  Cactus  form  and 
the  blooms,  while  carried  at  right  angles  on  the  stems, 
always  look  you  right  in  the  face.

GOLDEN  LIGHT  (F.  D.)  One  of  our  1935  introductions. 
The  unusual  markings  and  colors  of  this  variety  always 
attract  attention.

GRACE  CURLING  (I.  D.)  A  glorious  decorative  of  great 
size  and  imposing  in  both  form  and  color.  It  is  orchid 
lavender  shading  to  white  at  base  with  something  of  a 
silvery  overcast.  An  imported  variety  which  will  be 
grown  here  for  a  long  time.  Roots  $  .50 

GREAT  EASTERN  (I.  D.)  This  1937  introduction  is  both 
large  and  spectacular.  The  color  is  a  combination  of 
orange  and  reddish  bronze.  It  is  very  prolific  of  huge 
deep  blooms.  Roots  $2.00  Plants  $  .75 

GREATER  GLORY  (S.  C.)  A  very  lovely  upstanding  new 
semi-cactus  of  a  pleasing  violet-rose  color  with  lighter 
shadings  on  the  tips  and  reverse.  A  prize  winner 
wherever  shown.  Roots  $5.00  Plants  $2.00 

HASLAROVA  (F.  D.)  An  imported  bi-color  which  attracts 
attention  wherever  shown.  The  base  color  is  white 
splashed  and  marked  with  deep  magenta.  Good  size, 
clean  upright  growth  with  strong  stems.

HEATHERBLOOM  (I.  D.)  The  formation  of  this  variety 
resembles  a  large  recurved  chrysanthemum.  The  color  is 
a  rich  rosy  purple  with  heavy  shadings  of  white.  6  to  8 
inches  deep  and  more  in  diameter.  Roots  $  .50 

HUNI’S  VELVET  WONDER  (I.  D.)  An  achievement 
medal  winner  at  the  1934  A.  D.  S.  exhibition,  which  is  the 
highest  award  any  Dahlia  receives,  awarded  a  certificate 
at  the  Storrs  Trial  Gardens  and  mentioned  on  the  various 
Honor  Rolls  for  1934.  Color  is  violet-purple  and  bur¬ 
gundy  to  true  purple.  Blooms  are  not  only  large  but 
deep  and  massive.  The  stems  are  very  strong  and  the 
flowers  stand  out  well.  Roots  $1.50  Plants  $  .75 

IDA  PERKINS  (F.  D.)  We  believe  this  to  be  the  most 
widely  grown  white  at  the  present  time.  Easily  the  best 
of  the  cheaper  priced  ones.  Roots  $  .50 
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JAMES  KIRBY  (I.  D.)  The  color  is  crimson  shading  to 
ruby  at  center.  Plants  are  ideal  growers  with  a  heavy 
insect  resistant  foliage.  You  can  not  go  wrong  in  trying 

it.  Roots  $  .50 

JANE  COWL  (I.  D.)  This  giant  flower  is  easily  the  most 
outstanding  variety  of  the  present  generation.  It  is  far 
too  well  known  to  require  any  lengthy  description.  How¬ 
ever,  for  the  benefit  of  any  beginners,  we  will  say  that  it 
is  a  glistening  bronzy  buff  of  ideal  habits,  and  by  all 
means  try  it.  Roots  $  .50  3  for  $1.00 

JEAN  TRIMBEE  (S.  C.)  The  rich  purple  or  petunia  violet 
of  this  flower  instantly  attract.  It  has  heavy  petals  which 
are  not  only  revolute,  but  twisted  and  curled.  Plants  are 
good  growers  with  long  stems.

JERSEY’S  DAINTY  This  incurved  cactus  is  most  aptly 
named  as  both  its  coloring  and  form  are  extremely  dainty.

A  prolific  bloomer  with  long  stems  and  a  good 
cut  flower.  Roots  $  .75  Plants  $  .50 

JERSEYS  WHITE  BEAUTY  (I.  D.)  An  excellent  cut 
flower  white  and  a  fine  keeper  when  cut.

JESSICA  DRACiONETTE  (S.  C.)  Our  1935  introduction 
which  has  made  good  throughout  the  country.  Named  in 
honor  of  this  most  charming  and  petite  radio  star  at  the 
1934  A.  D.  S.  exhibition  in  New  York. 

Comparison  with  the  color  chart  shows  the  colors  to  be 
picric  yellow  suffused  with  Venetian  pink.  However,  a 
description  which  we  think  more  readily  visualized  would 
be  peach  and  cream  with  a  shading  of  deeper  pink  on  the 
reverse  of  the  petals.  The  type  is  semi-cactus  almost 
bordering  on  the  informal  decorative.  The  petals  turn  in. 
making  the  huge  blooms  both  deep  and  massive.  The 
plants  are  rugged  growing  with  good  stout  stems  and 
produce  an  abundance  of  blooms. 

Roots  $1.50  Plants  $  .50 

JIM  MOORE  (I.  D.)  A  Dahlia  worthy  of  a  place  in  any 
garden.  It  is  distinctive  in  both  form  and  color.  The 

petals  are  long  and  regular,  rolling  back  at  tips.  Color 

primrose  yellow,  shaded  gold  and  suffused  salmon.

JIMMIE  FOXX  (I.  D.)  Another  1937  introduction  which 
did  well  in  our  garden.  The  formation  is  deep  and  shaggy, 
different  from  existing  varieties.  Stems  are  erect  and 
size  of  the  blooms  is  very  large  standing  right  on  top  of 
the  stem.  The  color  is  coppery  red  with  a  touch  of 
henna.  If  you  like  big  ones  don’t  miss  it.

KAREOL  (Incurved  Cactus)  A  very  attractive  fine  petal  so 
incurved  as  to  meet  at  the  points  of  the  petals.  Wiry 
stems.
